duction is trifling; in the next place 
the reduced rate is outrageously 
exorbitant and is from twice to thrice 
as much as the average charge for 
long hauls in othor sections of the 
country. The 
Pacific railroads by 


means of combination, charge under 
the new schednle $95 for carrying 
a passenger about 1,700 miles. This 
ia at the rate of nearly 6 cents a mile. 
A sleeping-berth, which is indis- 
pensable in so long a journey, costs 
probably $20 more, and should be 
estimated as part of the transporta- 
tion charge in a civilized country. 
This brings tho charge to 
$115, 


which is at the rate of about 7 cents 
a milo. Tho local rates 
on the 


various Pacific roads are still more 
exorbitant and run as high us 8 and 
10 cents a mile. It is said that on 
the-roads running from Kansas City 
and Omaha eastward the through 
rates are about 2% cents a mile. The 
question is, why rates on railroads 
across the Western plains, which 
were built at the cost of the people, 
should be twice as much on through 
travel, to put the difference entirely 
within bounds, and three times as 
much on local travel as on railroads 
which were built by private enter 
prise and individual capital? This 
is a conundrum which Congress wilJ 
be called on to answer for the public 
information. 


The policy of the Pacific roads is 


now, always has been and apparently 
always will be, if permitted to follow 
their own sweet will, to charge the 
public about the same amount for 
their services as it would cost the 
traveler to walk across the country. 
The only competition they have to 
encounter is from horses and mules 
in shipping and pedestrianiam for 
travel.

£ike> independent Aftvoeatro 
T»e Experiment In Xevada. 


From a late number of the Elko 


Independent we extract the follow- 
ing; 


The Reno JOUBNAI records the fact 


that Theodore Winter*, of Washoe, 
raised a crop of hops on his place 
this season which did so well that 
next year he will plant sixty acres of 
thera. Hops have proved to be one 
of tbe best paying crops in California, 
and being a hardy plant, they should 
do well in this State. The low prices 
ruling for grain in this section will 
force farmers to abandon the culture 
of cereal* to a great extent, and there 
is every reason-to believe that by 
devoting a large portion of their 
lands to the growing of hops, as Mr. 
Winters is about to do, profitable 
returns would be received from their 
labor. Hop growing, wherever tried 
in California, has proved a success, 
and we are reliably informed that in 
that State they are a paying crop at 
twenty cents a pound." Owing to a 
partial failure of the European crop 
last year, the demand for American 
hops sent the prices up to u dollar a 
pound, and for choice lots even 
higher figures were realized. 
All in 


the business made immense profits 
and the extensive growers made 
large 
fortunes 
from 
the 
year's 


product. This was exceptional, of 
course, but when it is remembered 
that the average price of hops in the 
market is ' from forty to sixty cents 
per pound, they are under ordinary 
circumstances a profitable crop. 


While in California last Spring, 


we spent some days in one of the 
large hop growing districts and took 
occasion to gather facts regarding the 
business from those directly engaged 
in it. From the abundant yield of 
the few vines grown in the sterile soil 
of this palce, there is every reason to 
believe that the culture of the hop 
on any of the ranches in the county 
would prove a marked success, and 
by reducing the acreage in grain, 
thus preventing a surplus of cereals, 
remunerative prices would be re- 
ceived for the grain demanded. The 
objection that hops would be en- 
dangered by early frosts does not 
seem to be a valid one, Here upon 
the 
Hnmboldt, where frosts are 


earlier and heavier than in any other 
part of the country, the vines thrive 
and the hops mature. Mr. Winters' 
experiment in Washoe has resulted 
very satisfactory and it would be 
well worth trying by some of our 
enterprising ranchers. The roots for 
planting, together with all the infor- 
mation necessary to successful hop 
raiding oan be obtained from any of 
the hop growing districts of Califor-

in the Combs case cams into Court

charged, together with the subse- 
quent instructions of the Judge, it 
doas not express the fair, • deliberate 
and uninfluenced judgment of the 
jnrors. The brother of the defend- 
ant was in the Court room when the 
verdict was recorded and was deeply 
effected, so much so that be could 
not speak and witb difficulty rose 
from his seat on leaving the Court 
room.
